BUDGET BILL 

IS PASSED 


Largest in History 
State Given Merriam 
For Signature 


SACRAMENTO, Saturday, June 
1- OP )—With only a momentary 
hitch, the $376,678,306 budget bill, 
largest in the history of the state, 
went through the assembly today 
by a powerful vote of 66-12 and 
was sent to Gov. Merriam for his 
signature. 

The 12 assemblymen voting 
| against concurrence in amend¬ 
ments made in the bill last night 
by the senate were members of 
the minority Epic bloc which vain¬ 
ly attempted to hold up passage 
of the budget by the lower house 
earlier this week in an attempt to 
obtain enactment of their social 
security and tax program. 

Nearly all of the members of the 
Epic bloc voted against concur¬ 
rence when the roll was first 
called this morning and the first 
vote was 52 to 22, two ballots 
short of the 54 needed. 

Assemblyman Hornblower of 
San Francisco hastily moved a 
call of the house, which was lifted 
a short time later. Several of the 
Epic legislators switched from 
"No” to "Aye.” 

The principal change made by 
the senate in the budget was the 
addition of $24,000,000 to take 
care of unemployment relief in 
California during the next year.

Youth Walks to Farmhouse; Find Sedan Used By 
Kidnapers Abandoned Near Seattle; Men 
Called Each Other ‘Alvin, Harry and Bill 1

TACOMA, Saturday, June 1.—Nine-year-old George 
Weyerhaeuser was returned to his parents here today after 
being in the hands of kidnapers for eight days. 

He was found by John Bonifas, a farmer, about four 
miles from Issaquah, 25 miles northeast of here. 

F. Rodman Titcomb, uncle of the kidnaped lad, paid 
$200,000 for his release. 

A few hours later a Pontiac sedan, hunted as one of 
the kidnap cars in the case, was found abandoned in Seattle. 

- ® Mr. Bonomi reported the boy 

walked to his home about 4 a. m., 
unharmed and cheerful. He dried 
his clothing and started for Taco¬ 
ma after daylight. 

Calls Police 

At Renton, Bonifas stopped at 
a gasoline station and attempted 
to telephone the Weyerhaeuser 
home. Failing after 10 minutes 
to rouse the household, he called 
Tacoma police. 

The little boy said the men who 
seized him called each other 
“Alvin, Harry and Bill.” 

“After telephoning police, 
Bonomi started for Tacoma in 
his decrepit model T Ford. Out¬ 
side the city limits he was met 
by John H. Dreher, Seattle 
newspaperman, in a taxicab. 
Dreher gave Bonomi back a 
pair of shoes the farmer had 
loaned the boy, and brought the 
boy to the Weyerhaeuser home in 
his taxi. The farmer said he 
needed the shoes for his daughter, 
so George made the rest of the 
trip in his stocking feet. 

‘Too Valuable’ 

“Did they hurt you, George?” 
Dreher asked the boy. 

“No, they didn’t hurt me—be¬ 
cause they all kept saying, ’He’s 
too valuable to hurt,’ ” the boy re¬ 
plied. 

“They told me once we were 
in Oregon, and I remember once 
we were in Aberdeen,” the boy 
said. 

The youth declared his abduc¬ 
tors put him in a trunk while 
traveling, but said he was not un¬ 
comfortable because there were 
air-holes. 

Kept in House 

George said he had been kept in 
a house three nights and four days 
and was allowed to read news¬ 
paper accounts of the search for 
him and his kidnapers. 

George said he believed the 
house he was confined in was 
about a mile and a half north of 
Issaquah. 

The boy told the newspaperman 
that his uncle, F. Rodman Tit- 
comb. paid the ransom shortly be¬ 
fore his release. 

“Your pa will pick you up,” 
George said he was told as he 
was let out on the road about 
four miles from Issaquah. 

Walked for Hours 
For hours George walked in the 
darkness, he told Dreher, until his 
shoes were sodden and “squishy.” 
George said he thought he walked 
about six miles before he saw a 
farm house. Plodding up to its 
door he knocked and the farmer, 
Bonomi, opened it. 

“I’m the little boy who was 
kidnaped,” George said he told 
the farmer. 

Fed and clothed and his feet en¬ 
cased in the shoes of the farmer’s 
daughter, George was bundled up 
and started for home In the 
farmer’s automobile.

than the average. Most of them 
are conscientious and quick. 

The few who have attempted— 
usually under orders—to suppress 
information have got into immedi¬ 
ate hot water. Many of them, 
furthermore, occupy far more im¬ 
portant positions than publicity 
agents. They are executives and 
advisers in their departments. 

Here are some of the most out¬ 
standing among the co-called 
propagandists for the New Deal: 

Herbert Gaston probably was 
more scathingly criticized than 
any other press officer in Wash¬ 
ington when first he took over 
that job for Secretary Morgen- 
thau. Gaston has now changed 
all this. He has also brought out 
the human qualities in his chief, 
to whom he acts as adviser on a 
score of subjects besides press re¬ 
lations. 

Henry Suydam deserted an en¬ 
viable position with the Brooklyn 
Eagle and the reputation of being 
one of the most brilliant members 
of the press corps, to become 
crime adviser to Attorney General 
Cummings. His job is to try to 
educate the public that crime does 
not pay and that the Dillingers 
should not be lionized. 

Miss Marshall Coles, publicizer 
of the Blue Eagle, and one of the 
few members of the NRA who 
still remains with that organiza¬ 
tion, is the only woman in charge 
of a government press office. In¬ 
cidentally, she is considered one 
of the ablest and most hard-work¬ 
ing of the entire army. 

Guy D. McKinney, publicity man 
for the CCC, once was a star re¬ 
porter for the Chicago Tribune, 
but was pushed out to make room 
for John Boettiger, now son-in- 
law of the President, when the 
latter was transferred from Chi¬ 
cago to Washington. McKinney 
has become more of an adminis¬ 
trative assistant to his chief, Rob¬ 
ert Fechner, who has a rare tal¬ 
ent for blundering.

QUETTA, India, Saturday, June 
1. UP )—Relief workers toiled fev¬ 
erishly to remove the dead and 
Injured today from the wreckage 
of their homes, leveled by a dis¬ 
astrous earthquake. 

The list of dead was placed at 
20,000 in Quetta alone, while frag¬ 
mentary reports were received of 
the destruction of nearby towns. 
An estimated 200 Europeans, in¬ 
cluding 44 members of the gar¬ 
rison of the British Royal Air 
force, were among the victims. 

Soldiers Exhausted 

The moans of the injured could 
still be heard as British and In¬ 
dian soldiers attempted to reach 
them. After hours of digging 
scores of soldiers dropped in the 
streets from exhaustion. 

Jackals from the surrounding 
hills slipped into the debris- 
choked streets last night, adding 
a new horror to the ruined pla¬ 
teau area. 

Shots from the rifles of sentries, 
answered by shrill snarls of pain 
as the furtive beasts were struck, 
and the wailing cries to "Allah” 
by half-demented natives, broke 
the deathly silence which hangs 
over the city. 

City Crushed 

All structures of the city might 
well have been of paper, crushed 
down by a mighty gust of wind 
sweeping down through the Bolan 
pass. 

The appalling vista of wreck¬ 
age stretches more than 100 miles 
including the cities of Kandahar, 
Mastung, Kalat and Shikapur, and 
countless smaller villages and 
towns. 

A temporary relief camp al¬ 
ready had been established at a 
race course and on the grounds 
of the residency, where pitiful 
scenes were enacted as dazed par¬ 
ents wandered about, stark eyed, 
hunting for their missing children.

Declaring Senator Hiram John¬ 
son to be the most able man in 
Washington in the matter of fight¬ 
ing California’s battles, B. A. 
Etcheverry, consulting engineer, 
yesterday advised the board of 
supervisors to leave nothing un¬ 
done that would enlist his support 
for Orange county’s $11,600,000 
flood control and water conserva¬ 
tion project. 

Mr. Etcheverry who had just 
returned from Washington where 
he had been seeking Public Works 
Administration approval for the 
project, told the supervisors some¬ 
one is needed in Washington Who 
can and will wage a determined 
fight for the project. Senator 
Johnson, however, according to 
Mr. Etcheverry, has intimated that 
he "doesn’t feel that he should do 
all the work for California.” 

In submitting a report of his 
activities at the capital, Mr. Etch¬ 
everry said that despite the fact 
that flood control projects are not 
being eyed with too much favor 
for PWA financing and the addi¬ 
tional fact that the Orange county 
project has a distinct disadvan¬ 
tage in that approximately one- 
third of the cost would be for ob¬ 
taining lands and rights-of-way, 
he still thinks the possibility of 
obtaining PWA finances for the 
local project “is a good gamble.” 

Advantageous for County 

Under the new PWA setup, Mr. 
Etcheverry said, projects that can 
show the greatest employment of 
labor will receive first considera¬ 
tion. This is advantageous for 
the Orange county plan, he ex¬ 
plained, for while the county itself 
does not have an unusual unem¬ 
ployment problem, it is regarded 
as part of the Los Angeles metro¬ 
politan area, said to have one of 
the greatest unemployment prob¬ 
lems on the coast. 

Mr. Etcheverry said that, in hil 
opinion, if the flood control dis¬ 
trict could obtain, through a bond 
issue or otherwise, funds to finance 
the obtaining of land and rights- 
of-way, it would smooth the path 
toward an outright grant of 45 
percent of the remaining cost of 
the project from PWA, and a loan 
of the remaining 55 percent at 3 
percent interest. 

On Equal Footing 

If the government considers any 
flood control projects, the engineer 
said, it is his opinion that it will be 
discovered that nearly all of them 
will require a large portion of the 
funds for obtaining lands. Many 
other communities will not consid¬ 
er additional bond issues, thereby 
placing the Orange county project 
on an equal footing with them, he 
said. 

Under the new setup the PWA 
is to be decentralized, making it 
necessary for the office in Los An¬ 
geles to approve projects before 
they are forwarded to Washington. 
The state engineer for PWA be¬ 
comes the state director, and is 
one of the group to approve the 
project locally. The administration 
is sending attorneys and finan¬ 
ciers of Los Angeles, Mr. Etche¬ 
verry said, and their job will be to 
pass on the legal and financial 
aspects of each problem. 

Campbell Given Report 

The finanical expert assigned to 
the Los Angeles office, the engi¬ 
neer said, is Walter Campbell, who 
is expected to arrive there next 
week. Mr. Campbell accepted from 
Mr. Etcheverry a report on the 
Orange county project for study 
on the train en route to Los An¬ 
geles. 

Mr. Etcheverry explained that 
after a project has been approved 
by the Los Angeles PWA office, 
that organization makes applica¬ 
tion to the National Emergency 
Administration for funds. The ap¬ 
plication then is referred to the 
bureau of budget, then to Harry 
Hopkins, head of the works pro¬ 
gram, later to the advisory com¬ 
mittee on allotments, and finally 
to President Roosevelt for ap¬ 
proval.

making any changes. I believe 
the supreme court should know 
what is constitutionally correct. 
We should take plenty of time 
to ponder over any suggestion of 
this sort.” 

“Only 60 Reversals” 

Frank Henderson, school super¬ 
intendent: “This looks like a plan 
to rewrite the constitution and 
abolish the supreme court. I be¬ 
lieve that would be a great mis¬ 
take. I understand there have 
been only about 60 cases in which 
the court has reversed congress. 
That is really a alight interfer¬ 
ence with what they consider their 
rights. Because supreme court 
judges don’t have to worry about 
election, they can have a broader 
view of the law than elective of¬ 
ficers. The supreme court pro¬ 
tects the nation from accidents of 
politics.” 

Dr. John Ball: “The federal 
government is supposed to have 
three parts, the legislative, the 
executive and the judicial. If they 
take such power away from the 
court as this suggestion indicates, 
we will be getting pretty far away 
from the fundamentals of govern¬ 
ment. I believe in maintaining the 
principles that have proved 
sound.” 

“Would Wreck System” 

Franklin G. West, attorney. 
“Any system of government which 
seeks to deprive the supreme court 
of the power of analyzing legisla¬ 
tive acts to determine if they are 
within the purview of the con¬ 
stitution would be practically a 
wrecking of our entire system of 
government. We have to have 
some body empowered to make a 
final determination of what is and 
what isn’t constittuional. That is 
the supreme court. This plan 
would take the power of determin¬ 
ing the legality of legislation away 
from lawyers trained for that pur¬ 
pose, and place it in the hands 
of laymen.” 

“D. K. Hammond, principal 
Santa Ana High school: “I’m for 
the supreme court. It's the bul¬ 
wark of our liberties. It's all 
right to change the constitution, 
but we already have a method 
provided for that. If it were up 
to congress to decide the constitu¬ 
tionality of laws, every congress¬ 
man would be entitled to his own 
ideas, and we would face a rather 
chaotic condition.”

constitution. But if the people 
want to change it, the way has 
been provided to amend it in ac¬ 
cord with their desires. If we 
had to rewrite the constitution in 
order to keep the NRA, I'm afraid 
this wouldn't be a free country 
very long.” 

“Ask Ruling First” 

Ralph Smedley, Y. M. C. A., sec¬ 
retary: “Will Rogers made the 
most interesting suggestion along 
this line. He said it would be 
better to ask the supreme court 
for an interpretation of a bill be¬ 
fore it was passed instead of 
afterward. We have a constitu¬ 
tion, so why not make the best 
use of it? If the supreme court 
is the umpire of the national law 
making game, it ough to be in 
on the play from the time the 
game starts. If it were, perhaps 
we could avoid the disturbance 
of having important legislation 
thrown out several years after it 
is passed.” 

M. O. Robbins, insurance dealer: 
“I feel that if the constittuion 
was sufficiently flexible to provide 
for freeing the slaves, giving the 
franchise to women, establishing 
prohibition and then repealing it 
again, we surely ought to be able 
to get along with it under present 
circumstances." 

Stanley Goode, real estate 
dealer: “I still believe the con¬ 
stittuion is the finest instrument 
ever devised for governing the 
human race. The supreme court 
is needed to interpret our laws. 
What we need more than rewrit¬ 
ing the constitution is an intelli¬ 
gence test for congressmen.” 

The Rev. P. F. Schrock, pastor, 
Congregational church: “My first 
impulse is not to favor such a 
proposal. If necessary, an amend¬ 
ment to the constitution can be 
passed. I don’t believe congress 
should have the right to override 
the supreme court. There must 
be a final judgment somewhere, 
and that’s what we have the su¬ 
preme court for.” 

Robert Brown, book store 
owner: “I am averse to experi¬ 
mentation until we first know 
where we’re heading. I am very 
strong for the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples of the constitution, and this 
is a very precarious time to be

tion markets for citrus this past 
week was the increase in lemon 
prices. Lemons sold at these points 
gained 26 cents per box to an av¬ 
erage for the week of $3.08. Ship¬ 
ments of California lemons were 
three cars more than a week ago 
and that in spite of the holiday 
Thursday. 

Oranges kept the gains of the 
last few weeks and made an aver¬ 
age price per box of $3.32 for a 
gain of 4 cents from the average a 
week ago. There were only 13 less 
ca’ s of oranges sold in the auction 
points this week than last during 
the four-day week. 

The California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, commenting on the 
market as a whole, says: 

Market Opens Lower 

‘The orange market opened 
lower and the weekly average was 
a little lower with a better feeling 
as the week closed. Sales by the 
exchange were within 100 cars of 
the large volume of the preceding 
week and demand is expected to 
improve. 

“Total California shipments un¬ 
der the prorate were reduced 300 
cars to a total of 1500 cars for 
next week, ten to fifteen per cent 


of which will be sold locally as 
loose fruit. 

Navels Almost Gone 

“Navels are almost gone. Valen¬ 
cias are running much smaller in 
size and are being widely dis¬ 
tributed. 

"Florida shipped 850 cars last 
week and estimates shipments of 
750 cars, half of which is oranges 
and half grapefruit. 

"The Califomia-Arlzona grape¬ 
fruit market continues to show a 
little Improvement in price with 
sales generally restricted to west¬ 
ern markets. 

“Under somewhat more favor¬ 
able weather the lemon market has 
improved slightly during the past 
week with volume unchanged.” 

Under the Callfornla-Arizona 
citrus marketing agreement 1500 
cars of Valencias have been set as 
next week's prorate and have been 
allocated as follows by the grow¬ 
ers advisory committee: : 

1200 cars Southern California 
Valencias. 

300 cars Central California Va¬ 
lencias. 

75 cars desert area grapefruit. 

25 cars Central California grape¬ 
fruit. 

35 cars Southern 
grapefruit.

surgery was still unknown. At 
that time, therefore, the injection 
method had something to recom¬ 
mend it. In the light of present- 
day surgery, the injection treat¬ 
ment is neither safe nor suitable. 

In this treatment an irritating 
substance is employed. When this 
substance is injected into the body 
its distribution cannot be con¬ 
trolled. It may irritate not only 
the immediate tissues of the canal 
but also the important structures 
which pass through the canal and 
whatever organs may lie in the 
vicinity. 

The treatment itself, that is, the 
mere act of injection, is not with¬ 
out hazard. Nor is there any way 
of controlling the amount of scar 
tissue which may form in response 
to the irritant. 

Medical opinion, therefore, is 
that “surgical repair by a well 
trained surgeon offers a satisfac¬ 
tory method for the treatment of 
hernia, with a minimum of local 
tissue injury and little risk or dis¬ 
comfort.” 


The injection treatment for 
hernia which has recently been 
brought to the attention of the 
public is rejected by expert surg¬ 
ical judgment as an unsuitable 
and unsafe method for treating 
rupture. The common rupture 
(there are several varieties) is 
witnessed in the entrance of a 
portion of the small intestines into 
the so-called inguinal canal. This 
is a passageway located in the 
region of the groin. 

More than a century and a half 
ago the famous English surgeon 
and anatomist, John Hunter, sug¬ 
gested the pos-ibility of treating 
hernia or rupture by “irritation” 
of this canal. Irritation, John 
Hunter urged, would provoke an 
inflammatory response which 
would in turn cause the walls of 
the canal to adhere. Thus the 
rupture would be repaired. 

As a matter of fact, this treat¬ 
ment was tried almost a century 
ago by a surgeon named Velpeau. 
Of course, Hunter proposed the
